Newill, D.S.O., R.N.) after hearing 
the evidence dismissed the charges 
against these men. 

_ Various hawkers, three of whom 
were unlicensed, were fined $10 or 
ten days for being aboard without 
permission. 

Costly Enterprise. 

One enterprising hotel runner 
who boarded the #8. “Haimun” by 
means of a bamboo pole as the ship 
wos under way, was fined $20 or 
three weeks’ imprisonment, 

Two small boys’ who were found 
aboard the “Takliwa” were not old 
enough to be sent to prison, : 

His Worship asked the Police re- 
presentative what he should do with 
them. : 

Sub-Inspector Brown said that 
they seemed too small for the birch 
but they were not too young to steal 
from the. ship.
